WELCOME:: The Committee welcomed back Mary Ronan after her long illness, 

LONG RANGE PLAN: Chapdelaine reviewed the plan (Ref 1) supplemented by an 
estimate of local aid (Ref 2). Except for the increase in the kindergarten fee 
reimbursement, local aid is level funded. Discussions about the funding formula 
continue. Symmes income of $300k is applied to the Symmes deficit. Brighams is 
included in new growth which continues to be estimated conservatively. Remaining 
$300k in the health insurance trust fund, unneeded because of the GIC insurance 
agreement, will be applied to the OPEB appropriation. The Town plans to use the rest 
of the Tip Fee Stab Fund in FY14. Insurance costs are estimated to increase 7% 
annually but this is thought to be conservative. The Override Stab fund will be 
increased by $7.9m in FY 14. It will not be used until FY 16 and will still retain $3m in 
FY 18. Of course neither the AHS nor Minuteman Tech renovation cost are included in 
this plan. MM Tech renovation financing options are being studied by the MSBA. Sen 
Donnelly has introduced a bill to increase voc tech school funding. No serious AHS 
renovation estimates are available.

Community Safety is behind schedule and is using contingency funds to fix damage 
caused by leaks. 

No FEMA funds for Sandy; still negotiating microburst repayment. 

Snow & ice expenditure $300k last week. 

HEARINGS Tosti walked the committee through the warrant to decide which the 
FinCom would hear & report. The result: 12, 22, 23, 24, 29, and 33-53 plus STM 3 will 
be reported. 

COMMITTEE: Turkall provided a hearing schedule for Feb, Mar, Apr (Ref 3). She will 
revise based on tonight's discussion.

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HOW TO VOTE BY ABSENTEE BALLOT 


Reasons for voting absentee 

You may vote absentee if you are registered and will be unable to vote at the polls on Election Day 
because of 

Absence from the Town 
Physical disability 
Religious beliefs 

Illegal absentee voting is punishable by a fine of up to $10,000 and up to five years in prison. 

Applying for an absentee ballot 

You must apply for an absentee ballot from the Town Clerk no later than noon of the day before 
the election. Applications may be mailed or hand delivered and you may use any form of written 
communication (letter or postcard) or the official application form. 

Include on the application 

Your name as registered 
Your registration address 
Precinct, if you know it 

The precise address to which you wish the ballot sent 
Your own signature 


Requesting to vote by mail 

A ballot will be sent to any address you specify including your own home. Be sure to apply early 
because the ballots must be sent by mail and may be returned by mail or hand delivered. 

Requesting to vote in person 

If you prefer, you may request to vote in person before Election Day. You may vote at the Town 
Hall before Election Day at a time arranged with the Clerk, but application for your ballot must be 
made no later than noon of the day before the election . A voter may apply for an absentee ballot 
and then vote over-the-counter during the same visit. 

Applying to vote if you are absent from the state, in the armed services or a prisoner 

Registered and unregistered residents of Massachusetts outside the state and residents on active 
duty in the armed forces and merchant marine and their spouses or dependents, and prisoners, may 
vote absentee. They may request an absentee ballot from the Town where they legally reside (if 
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outside the U.S., where they resided last before leaving). In addition, a close relative may apply on 
their behalf in person at the Town Clerk's Office. 

A parent of a registered voter who is a student at a Massachusetts college or university may apply 
for an absentee ballot on the student's behalf to the Town Clerk where the student is registered. 

In all cases, unregistered voters must register in person when they return to the state, since this 
does not establish permanent registration. 

What if I am permanently physically disabled? 

If you are permanently physically disabled and cannot cast your vote at the polling place, you may 
file a letter from your physician with the Town Clerk, stating that you are permanently unable to 
cast your vote at the polling place because of physical disability. A completed application for an 
absentee ballot, for you to sign and return, must be mailed by the Town Clerk to you at least 28 
days before every primary and election. 

NOTE: Voters who are admitted to a health care facility after noon of the fifth day before an 
election may apply for an absentee ballot up until the polls close on the day of the election (rather 
than noon the day before the election) and must designate a person to hand deliver and return the 
absentee ballot. 
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
